“Good conscience” plea

CATHOLICS WHO have divorced and 
remarried may now return to the sacraments in 
several dioceses. Latest to grant this permission 
is Baton Rouge, La. : 


Bishop Robert E. Tracy, in a pastoral letter, 
said ‘‘the Church has a pastoral responsibility of 
healing and forgiveness, following the example 
of Christ, without giving the impression that she 
condones divorce and remarriage or that she has 
given up any of her firm beliefs in the sanctity 
and life-long character of the marriage vows and 
married life.”’ 


The Catholic Commentator, diocesan weekly, 
said ‘“‘the local church will officially recognize 
the possibility of good conscience on the part of a 
Catholic who is divorced and now involved in a 
stable marriage.” 


A “GOOD CONSCIENCE” committee set up 
by the diocese examines each case, after ap- 
plication through the local pastor. The case is 
referred to the diocesan promoter of justice who 
makes a decision on the possibility of annulling 
the previous marriage. If an annulment is im- 
possible, the case goes to the diocesan chancellor 
who makes the ‘‘good conscience’”’ decision. 


In the archdiocese of Portland, Ore., it is 
reported that 400 good conscience cases have 
been dealt with, and in the Boise, Idaho diocese, 
about 60 or 70. The process has also been in-

Thomas Egan, who is in charge of the 
San Diego diocesan marriage tribunal is on 
vacation, but it is understood by the Southern 
Cross that no similar change is anticipated here 
at present.

It is my hope that we will be 
kept informed of developments.”

IF PASTORS AND their parishioners in the sprawling four- 

county diocese are getting hot under the collar these days don’t 
* blame it on the so-called Church crisis. Blame the weather. 

When the mercury climbs to new record highs in Southern 
California, there’s no doubt that the hottest parishes of the nation 
are sweltering in this diocese. 

When Blythe, home to St. Joan of Are parishioners deep in 
Riverside county, tops U.S. cities with 120 degrees, it’s time to 
walk — not run — to the nearest air-conditioned cover. 

AIR-CONDITIONED churches are a must in many parts of the 
diocese, and a church without some way of keeping its cool will 
find parishioners remaining home. 

The other day the record went to Blythe; another time it will be 
Twentynine Palms — 115 degrees in the shade — home to Blessed 
Sacrament parish in San Bernardino county. 

In Palm Springs (Riverside county), Our Lady of Guadalupe, 
Our Lady of Solitude and St. Theresa parishioners know that 115 
is not unusual either. The same goes for those in Desert Hot 
Springs or Coachella. 

AND IN IMPERIAL county, the parishes of Brawley, Holtville, 

- El Centro and Yuma begin to worry only when the mercury 


Meanwhile San Diego, seat of the diocese, maintains a relative 
comfortable and equitable temperature — benefitting from 
ocean and bay breezes. 

But as you go inland the mercury goes up — as.in Borrego 
Springs where St. Richard’s parishioners take 110 in stride. 

FOR OTHER HOT parishes look to Jacumba, Barstow, Baker, 
Needles, Ontario, Victorville, Alpine. Any missing? No claims 
considered under 100.

received a ‘‘very favorable response”’ in letters 
across the country. 

“By and large, the letters were sympathetic, 
many asked for information about the 
procedures and most recognized that the 
program was.a positive attempt to carry out a 
pastoral responsibility of forgiveness and 
healing,’’ he said. 

HOWEVER, THE presiding judge of the St. 
Louis archdiocesan marriage tribunal, Msgr. 
Joseph W. Baker, has urged that practices like 
those allowed in Baton Rouge be ‘“‘rejected as 
potentially misleading and dangerous.”’ ' 

“There is a basic contradiction in the 
establishment of quasi-judicial procedures to 
authorize reception of the sacraments based on 


‘the individual, subjective treatment of con- 


science,’ Msgr. Baker said. ‘“‘The Church has 
never acted this way in the past.” 

Citing a ‘‘considerable amount of confusion’’ 
over the Baton Rouge announcement, Arch- 
bishop Philip M. Hannan of New. Orleans 
issued his own statement which called for im- 
proved marriage tribunal procedures rather 
than an emphasis on ‘‘good _ conscience’’ 
programs. 

FATHER DANIEL Lyons, SJ, editor-at-large 
for the National Catholic Register; said in his 
column that the Baton Rouge procedure is ‘‘such 
a scandal that the Vatican will have to rule 
against it .. ”’

THE BODIES OF four Religious of 
the Sacred Heart were transferred 
last week from their graves in El 
Cajon to the RSCJ cemetery at 
Menlo Park near San Francisco. 


Among those transferred was 
Mother Rosalie Hill, founder, with 
Bishop Charles F. Buddy, of the 
University of San Diego. She started 
the first building on the Alcala Park 
hill for the then College for Women, 
in 1949. 


The other deceased nuns trans- 
ferred were: 


MOTHER Eleanor Deming, who 
died in San Diego in 1971, formerly 
superior of the Convent of the Sacred 
Heart, Menlo Park. 


Mother Celeste Thompson, who 
died in San Diego, 1970, former 
superior in Chicago, and 


Mother Laura Keeler, whose 


death in 1963 at the College for 
Women was the first recorded there. 
She was professor of English at the 
San Francisco College for Women. 


SISTER FRANCES Danz, now in 
charge of the Oakwood home for 
retired nuns in Menlo Park, told the 
Southern Cross that the bodies were 
exhumed from the Sacred Heart 
Greenfield Hills school grounds in El 
Cajon and reinterred with liturgical 
ceremonies on August 1 in the well- 
established cemetery at Menlo 
Park, which has been in existence 
since 1898. 


Msgr. Edwin Kennedy, pastor of 
St. Raymond’s church, Menlo Park, 
offieiated at the new graves and 
remarked on the strong feeling of 
“‘family’’ marking the event — the 
family of Sisters coming together. 


The four graves were the only 
burials in the El Cajon property, 
which has now closed as a school and 
is up for sale or lease.

Nearly ten years it has been since I last looked at the 
green and inhaled the soft air of Ireland and England. 
And not much has changed. As we dropped out of the 
sullen Atlantic skies over Shannon airport, the Irish 
aboard the plane let out a loud cheer. Among those we 
dropped at that point was one of our own diocesan 
monsignors. 

At England’s Gatwick airport, it was more leaden 
skies and then the burst of soft green hedgerows and 
woods, and airport facilities strained by the jux- 
taposition of so many charter flights. 


There’s little doubt about the remarkable value in 
fare savings on these flights. For less than it costs to 
fly to the Midwest and back, you can spend several 
weeks across.the Atlantic. I know one parish where it 
is cheaper for the pastor to fly to Ireland every year 
than it is for his associate to fly to Massachusetts, to 
visit their respective families. 

‘Tis a topsy turvy world indeed. And indeed it was 
while we were away. Time was the most trying 
element, being eight hours shifted from our normal 
daily routine. And at 3 a.m. your stomach is telling you 
it’s dinner time back in California. 


Cathedrals and kings 


Of the places revisited, two of the most notable were 
Canterbury Cathedral, which goes back almost 1500 
years — though its main structure is “‘only’’ 800 years 
old — and St. George’s Chapel at Windsor Castle. Both 
are the last resting place for many kings, queens and 
nobles. Probably the most dramatic is one in Can- 
terbury which states, starkly: Thomas Becket, arch- 
bishop, saint, martyr, died here Tuesday, 29th De- 
cember, 1170.” 


I suppose the movie version, with Richard Burton 
and Peter O’Toole, most graphically brought to mind 
the historic murder in the cathedral. 


At St. George’s Windsor, where the queen often 
resides, you walk through the magnificent choir stalls 
by the main altar and there, beneath your feet, the 
stone inscription says: Here lie the bodies of Henry 
VIII and Jane Seymour. And today we think of yet 
another movie or television epic. 

But these are foremost places of worship, once 
Catholic, now Anglican, truly magnificently rising in 
their Gothic beauty as prayerful monuments to faith. 


Age was brought home more informally when we sat 
in the main room of a tiny stone cottage in Devon, built 
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150 years before the Declaration of Independence, and 
we heard (and saw) the 1972 presidential nominee for 


‘the Democratic Party make his acceptance 


speech. The heat of Miami seemed distant indeed. 
There were probably more British than American 
viewers at that particular time, 8 a.m. over there. 


Slower towards Vatican II 


Vatican II had not happened when last I was in 
England, and its effects, from the recent limited visit, 
seem to be much slower seeping into the pews. That 
still-suspect act of the kiss of peace we found com- 
pletely and noticeably ignored at one church and at 
another the pastor who introduced it suggested a 
slight nod to your pew partner would be in order. 


The English of the vernacular Mass, too, differs 
from ours. Where we have gone to almost full modern 
idiom, the English of England still clings to ‘‘Thou’”’ 
and “‘Thee”’ but lapses into the modern in the Lamb of 
God, which follows our own pattern. 


It said at the top of the Mass sheet — printed fully 
for each separate Sunday — “‘In turning the pages, 
please do this quietly so as not to distract others.’ The 
near thunder of rattled pages completely drownéd the 
voice of one lector halfway through the second 
reading. 


Lectors seem to be somewhat suspect, suffered 
rather than welcomed. They do not remain in position 


-at the podium or lectern, but simply pop up there for 


the readings and then fade into obscurity. One or. two 
people I spoke to cannot abide the lector system, 
demanding that priests should still do all the reading. 


One church took the collection while we stood for the 
Creed, a time saver perhaps, but it rather looks as 
though you are literally being asked to put your money 
where your mouth is at that moment. Bingo is still a 


modest means of church support, as are football pools , 


and other aspects of chance.

Marriage puzzle 


On page 1 and in Talking Point on page 7 there is 
news of views on the changing scene related to 
marriage, divorce and the sacraments. 
Several dioceses within the United States have 
recently made it easier for those who are in a 
second marriage — following divorce — to be 
able to return to the sacraments. 

This is probably one of the greatest problems 
facing confessors today, who find the anguish 
of those in second and invalid marriages a test 
of their pastoral duty to Church and to the 
loving spirit of reconciliation. 

Some dioceses have made changes. The 
majority have not. This is one of many puzzles 
which today bewilder Catholics brought up in a 
universal Church which previously seemed to 
apply its laws equally universally. 

Today things have changed. Under the freedom 
which is encouraged for all in conscience to 
exercise their will, we find some bishops, some 
priests, prepared to go one way while the rest _ 
go the other. To laymen, used to the im- 
perative of obedience and conformity in 
Church matters, the divergence of opinions is 
perplexing and even disheartening. 

In this particular case, touching the heart of so 
many consciences, the sooner some definitive 
clarification can be made by the bishops, the 
better.

Such descriptions reveal a tenderness of cosmic propor- 
tions and warn us that the most precious moments in our 
short life will not be when we survey our realm, but rather 
when we advance life with the reception that blesses. Like 
salt (Matthew 5:13) the respect born of humility adds little 
its own, but brings out the flavor implanted by the creator 
long ago.

I read with interest an 
announcement of the 1972- 
73 adult lectures being 
sponsored by CCD at USD 
beginning October 10, 1972.

For some time now I have 
been disheartened with the 
new catechisms being used 
in the CCD and parochial 
schools, and their 
“watered-down” effect on 
the Catholic formation of 
our children. ° 


There seems to be a 
direct relationship be- 
tween this lack of solid doc- 
trine of the Church and 
the “new morality” 
theologians, or as some- 
times referred to, “new 
catechists,” who are now 
widely known and used.

All in the family 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
... about family reunions and those 
summer visits to the “‘folks’’ and how 
relationships change — or don’t change 
— over the years. 


Family Reunion Day on Sunday, 
August 13, now in its fifth year of ob- 
servance, is very much in_ the 
American tradition.

New approaches to 


issues raised by 


divorce, remarriage 


GROWING OPPOSITION to official restric- © 


tions on remarriage in church of divorced per- 
sons has given rise to moves to liberalize at- 
titudes and practices in two of Christianity’s 
largest communions. 

In the Catholic Church, a liberalizing tendency 
is evidenced — on an official level — in new 
norms issued by Pope Paul VI that are designed 
to expedite marriage cases. 

The most recent of these directives, which 
became effective on July 1, 1972, are concerned 
with cases involving possible dissolution of valid 
marriages that are not physically consummated. 


THESE INSTRUCTIONS in turn, are a follow- 
up of norms that went into effect on Oct. 1, 1971, 
streamlining procedures involving possible 
annulment of apparently valid marriages, 
whether consummated or not. 


Alongside these Vatican moves, special 
pastoral remedies have been introduced all over 
the world to ease the conscience of Catholic 
couples who, in justice, deserve marriage an- 


-nulments but, for technical or ‘‘legalistic’’ 


reasons, have been unable to obtain one. 
Meanwhile, the question of remarriage for 
divorced persons is the subject of a two-year 
study which will be reported to the 1973 session of 
the Anglican Consultative Council, an advisory 
unit of the worldwide Anglican communion. 


REMARRIAGE in church of a divorced person 
while the former partner is still living is for- 
bidden by the Church of England. But, last April, 
the Commission on the Christian Doctrine of 
Marriage, constituted by Archbishop Michael 
Ramsey of Canterbury in 1968, issued a 166-page 
report expressing unanimous support for the 
remarriage in church of divorced couples. 


In the United States, the Episcopal Diocese of 
Washington, D.C., voted last February to call 
upon the 1973 General Convention of the 
Episcopal Church to “modernize” the denom- 
ination’s canons on marriage to permit parish 
priests more discretionary power in the remar- 
riage of divorced persons. 

And, just prior to the Washington Diocese 
meeting, the Episcopal Diocese of Virginia, at its 
177th annual council, voted to ask the national 
Church to authorize a study of the Church’s 
regulations on marriage and remarriage. 

THE LATEST VATICAN directives, which 
simplify the administrative proceedings bearing 
on the dissolution of valid marriages that have 
not been consummated sexually, are expected to 
cut way down on the time it used to take to 
process a case. 

Under the old regulations, it took at least four 
or five months, and often much longer, to con- 
clude proceedings. The new norms will also cut 
down considerably on costs. 

Annulment eases are more complex. A 
‘Decree of Nullity”’ is a decision by a competent 
Church authority that an apparently valid 


marriage contract was defective from the 
beginning and that, in effect, there never was a 
marriage. : 

THE DECREE IS issued when it-can be shown 
that certain ‘‘impediments”’ existed that made a 
true marriage impossible — e.g., ‘‘antecedent 
and permanent impotency,” or a prior and still 
valid marriage on the part of one or both part- 
ners, or when “consent” was defective because 
of such factors as insanity, fear or coercion. 


Here again, the papal directives of Oct. 1, 1971, 
are designed to shorten the time involved in 
bureaucratic proceedings, which, in the past, 
have often taken years. 


In addition, the new norms extend to a wider 
area of the Catholic community the possibility of 
annulment and also cut down drastically the high 
costs of matrimonial trials. 


DESPITE ALL THE new directives for ex- 
pediting marriage cases, however, some 
Catholic canon lawyers and parish priests feel 
that the system itself still has an inherent, 
ineradicable weakness: the human factor — a 
priest advising a person he has no case when in 
fact-he does; inefficiency or poor organization of 
tribunals; refusal on the part of key witnesses to 
cooperate; human fallibility on the part of the 
judge or judges. _ 

“There are many other intangible human 
elements in the hearing of a (marriage) case 
that cannot be regulated by canon law, but that 
can work against the petitioner,’’ said Father 
John T. Catoir, JCD, as presiding judge of the 
Marriage Tribunal of the-Diocese of Paterson, 
N.J. 


““‘Consequently,’’ he added, ‘‘through no fault 
of their own, many petitioners are unable to 


vindicate their rights due to our long history of: 


excessive legalism and our human weaknesses 
in correctly implementing the norms that are 
justly designed to arrive at the truth.” 

“A PRUDENT confessor,’”’ declared Father 
Catoir in the Jesuit magazine, America (Oct. 9, 
1971), ‘“‘could and should ease the conscience of 
the Catholic couple by permitting them to 
receive the sacraments, thus effecting what has 
been referred to as ‘the internal forum solu- 
tiene? 


This ‘‘extra-legal’’ pastoral approach has been 
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approved openly by the hierarchy of Holland, 
and tacitly, or openly, by other hierarchies 
throughout the world, according to the.canon law 
expert. 

The Baton Rouge, Louisiana, Catholic diocese 
has become the latest of several dioceses to set 
up procedures for allowing divorced and 
remarried Catholics to receive the sacraments. 
(See page 1.) 

IN JULY, BISHOP Robert E. Tracy of Baton 
Rouge announced that the local church will of- 
ficially recognize ‘‘the possibility of good con- 
science on the part of a Catholic who is divorced 
and now involved in a stable second marriage.”’ 

A rationale for a more tolerant and com- 
passionate attitude toward the remarriage of 
divorced persons was expressed in the report of 
the eight-member doctrinal commission of the 
Church of England. 

“If it were to be found that a moral consensus 
in favor of remarriage in church (with due 
safeguards) does exist,”’ the report said in.a key 
paragraph, ‘“‘then it would be the duty of the 
bishops-in-synod to determine whether this 
consensus is theologically well-founded. It is the 
unanimous conviction of this commisssion that 
this is the case.” : 

THE COMMISSION came to a ‘‘unanimous 
conclusion,”’ the report said, “‘that, if the Church 
of England reached such a moral consensus, it 
would be compatible with reason, the Word of 
God in Scripture, and theological tradition.” 

Such a moral judgment — the evidence shows 
— would not be incompatible or inconsistent with 
the practice of the Catholic Church in the first 
1,000 years of its history. 


This point — contrary to popular belief among 
Catholics — was underscored by Archbishop 
Elias Zoghby of Numidia, Patriarchal Vicar of 
Egypt, in an address at Vatican Council II. 

REFERRING to the text of Matthew (19:9) — 
“Ifa man divorces his wife for any cause other 
than unchastity, and marries another, he 
commits adultery .. .”’ (New English Bible) — 
the archbishop said: 

‘Whatever might be the interpretation given 
to the text of St. Matthew, we must admit that 
there does exist an ecclesiastical tradition of 
tolerance, clear and venerable like every other 
tradition of the Church, which was accepted and 
practiced by many holy fathers of the East and 
of the West.”’ 


“The East,’ he added, ‘‘has followed this 
tradition of tolerance (of divorce) and has 
remained faithful to it. The West maintained it 
for many centuries with the positive approval of 
many of its bishops, Popes and councils. And, in 
fact, never attempted to condemn it in the East, 
even after the cessation of its practice in the 
West”’ in the 12th Century. 


THE ADMISSION of divorced and remarried

The current-move for a more tolerant attitude 
toward remarriage of the divorced, some ob- 
servers feel, is bound to stir up controversy, 
involving, as it does, the classic problem of 
reforming marriage law to balance the welfare 
of individuals with the rights of society. 

It is a problem, the faithful of both Christian 
communions agree, calling for wisdom, un- 
derstanding, and docility to the voice of the 
Spirit.

Reagan ‘turnabout’ forces 
tax-relief bill postponement

SACRAMENTO — An 
apparent turnabout in 
Governor Ronald, Reagan’s 
position on tax credit relief 
to parents of nonpublic 
school children was the main 
factor forcing the sponsors of 
McCarthy bill 1724 to post- 
pone its Senate committee 
hearing until the legislature 
reconvenes in November. 


In an interview, Assem- 
blyman Leo McCarthy (D., 
San Francisco) said that the 
governor’s office, which 
has claimed to support his 
tax relief bill since its in- 
troduction in March, sud- 
denly changed sides last 
week when the bill arrived at 
its final committee hurdle. 


“We had no other choice 
but to postpone the hearing 
until November,” McCarthy 
said. 


“THE GOVERNOR still 
claims to be delighted with 
the concept of the bill but he 
is demanding two amend- 
ments which would amount 
to killing the bill ‘in the 
finance committee.” 


The McCarthy bill, which 
would give about $100 per 
student tax relief to parents 
of nonpublic school students, 
could only muster five of the 
necessary seven votes last 
week in the 13-man finance 
committee when the 


governor’s 
became known. 
Reagan demanded two 
amendments to the bill, 
McCarthy said: that the 
effect of the bill be delayed 
until April 1975 and that all 
income brackets be made 
eligible for the relief (the bill 
limited the tax relief to in- 
comes under $19,000 a year). 
THE FIRST OF these 


opposition 


- amendments would suspend 


the bill until the governor 
had gone out of office, Mc- 
Carthy pointed out, and the 
second would increase the 
cost of the bill from 12 
million to about 40 million 
dollars, thus insuring its 
defeat by the finance 
committee members. 
““Moreover, the second 
amendment was a _ direct 
reversal of the governor’s 
own advise,”’ McCarthy said. 
“My original bill would 
have cost about 40 million 
dollars, but I scaled it down 
on the advise of the gover- 
nor’s office to get it passed. 
This would push the cost 
back up again. It is a con- 
tradiction.”’ 
DURING

-election campaign Reagan 


publicly committed himself 


‘to the support of tax credit 


legislation as an acceptable 
means of giving financial aid 


to nonpublic schools. 


A specially recorded 
videotape was circulated 
widely among the Catholic 
community at that time 
promising action. 


McCarthy’s belief now is 
that Reagan felt safe in 
supporting such legislation 
because he did not believe 
that it would ever get 
through the legislature. 


“NOBODY EVER thought 
I would move this bill so 
far,” he said. ‘‘I have not 
been able to meet directly 
with the governor but sup- 
porters of the bill now 
believe that the governor is 
quietly trying to scuttle the 
measure.”’ 

McCarthy said he will ‘‘do 
everything he can to meet 
directly with the governor 
before November. 

“This is the only con- 
Stitutionally sound type of 
legislation that can help 
nonpublic schools,” he said.

(RNS) — Three major 
religious press groups have 
endorsed a bill introduced by 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D.- 
Wis.) to provide substantial 
relief from scheduled postal 
rate increases affecting 
church publications. 


The Catholic Press 
Association, Associated

The Nelson bill would 
freeze second class rates for 
the first 250,000 copies of a 
newspaper or magazine at 
June 1, 1972 levels. It also 
prohibits “per-piece sur- 
charges on top of pound 
rates. 


THE PER-PIECE sur- 
charge has been the primary 
target of the press 
associations in fighting in- 
creased rates approved by 
the U.S. Postal Service 
board. 

The three press groups 
represent hundreds of 
Catholic, Protestant and 
Orthodox religious 
publications throughout the 
country. 

Many of the member 
publications have expressed 
fears that increased postal 
rates may eventually put 
them out of business.

Louisiana asks prayer decision by electorate « 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (RNS)—The 
Louisiana state legislature has asked 
Congress to adopt a constitutional amend- 
ment permitting voters to decide whether or 
not prayer shall be permitted in public 
schools. 


A concurrent resolution of the state’s 
House of Representatives and Senate stated 
that ‘‘our national tradition and heritage of 
public and civic prayer give purpose and 
meaning to our union as a nation, without 
which we could only suffer the anarchy or 


formation without the expression and un- 
derstanding of ideas, ideals, theories, 
customs and beliefs of other men, whether 
designated as being of a religious nature or 
by some other appellation.” 


“THE SUPREME Court of the United
